Nation Discontent and Local Satis- 
faction 

No one thing has shown the condition 
of the country at this time more clearly 
than the result of the election just 
passed. Not alone in Massachusetts, 
but throughout the nation, a strong 
feeling of dissatisfaction made itself felt 
in the great gains which were given to 
the ‘outs,’ not so much as a result of 
confidence in the Democratic candidates 
who defeated former Republican office- 
holders, as a result of plain, common, 
ordinary ‘‘orneriness.” The people 
seem imbued with an overwhelming 
desire to try the unknown. They find 
no elements in the administration in 
power to give them confidence in their 
candidates, they find less in definite 
qualities to enthuse about in the oppo- 
sition candidates and with typical 
American vision and imagination, ‘‘ take 
achance.”” The result of this trend, the 
precedent for which was set in 1920, and 
which sane minds are already planning 
to thwart in 1924, has lowered the 
majorities in the House and Senate to an 
amost unworkable minimum. Former 
Secretary Lane, writing to a friend in 
Washington, in the latter part of 1920, 
predicted a succession of single term 
administrations, following one another 
with the rise and fall of the political see- 
saw. Surely the elections of 1916, 1918, 
1920, and now 1922 have followed a 
cycle which if continued can lead only to 
a change of party power in 1924. 

In our own Commonwealth we can 
well be proud of the fine endorsement 
which the voters gave to Governor Cox 
and his terminating administration. 
When he was elected in 1920, it was on a 
platform of ‘‘ Business in Government,” 
and his record for the past two years has 
well proved the wisdom of the people’s 
choice at that time. The State is in a 
substantially better financial position 
than it has been for many years, yet 
there has been an effective reduction 
in taxes and the completion of a pro- 
gram of state projects which was larger 
than ever before in the history of the 
state. 

Andover gave a mayjority to all 
Pepublican candidates of practically 
3 to 1, and it is worthy of note, that 
while the vote for Representative 
Charles EF. Abbott was solely an ex- 
pression of satisfaction and confidence 
in his services for his past term, he

Red Cross Roll Call to Begin Tomorrow 


The annual roll call for memberships in 
the Red Cross will in Armistice day, 
November 11, and extend over the following 
two weeks. Andover made a particularly 
good showing last year, its average being 
among the best in the State. It is ho 
that the record this year may exceed that 
of last year as the needs of the organization 
for international relief were never greater. 
The calls from the Near East are peculiarly 
imperative. Have your dollar ready when 
the canvasser calls. Give quickly and you 
give twice. Give all you can. 


There are three classes of subscriptions: 
annual memberships which are one dollar; 
pec ape memberships, which are five 
dollars; and sustaining memberships which 
are ten dollars. Of this amount there re- 
mains in the town for local work in con- 
nection with the District Nurse fifty cents 
out of every one-dollar membership, four 
dollars and a half out of every five-dollar 
membership, and nine dollars and a half out 
of every ten-dollar membership. 


A meeting of captains and lieutenants 
presided over by Charles A. Parmelee was 
held at the Guild house last evening and plans 
for Andover’s roll call were completed. 

Dr Claude M. Fuess spoke of the magni- 
ficent work which this organization has ac- 
complished in relieving suffering following 
in the wake of the three dread D’s—disable- 
ment, disaster and disease. He also defended 
the Red Cross against the charge of spending 
too much for expenses of administration and 
urged captains to continue a good work which 
was not ended by the signing of the Armis- 
tice. Miss Marie Campbell spoke of her 
work as a district nurse, which is partly sup- 
ported by Red Cross contributors. 

Mrs. Ely of Chestnut Hill who has been 
an active worker for the Red Cross for many 
years told how a part of the Red Cross 
money is spent for relief in the Near East, 
asking for a broader sympathy for the victims 
of the Smyrna disaster beside whose problems 
rs suffering our home problems are so tri- 

ing.

Hon. John Jacob Rogers Addrsses 
Women Voters 


Enjoy November Picnic 


Members of the Andover League of Wo- 
men Voters as well as.a.number of.the men 
of Andover took advantage of the opportunity 
to hear an address given by Hon. John 
— Rogers at the regular meeting of the 
eague held last evening in Punchard hall. 
Mrs. Herbert Frazer presided at the meeting. 

_ The speaker dealt with the difficult ques- 
tion of enomony in administering.a govern- 
ment of which so much is required citing 
expenditures for good roads, agricultural 
and vocational training and funds for other 
undertakings which were once considered 
the function of the states. One and three- 
eights billion dollars is annually required for 
interest on our national debt, a sum larger 
than the entire debt of five years ago, and 
another half billion fors oldiers compensations 
all a burden added by the World war. The 
budget system which became operative a 
year ago with a complete reorganization of 
the method of regulating appropriations is 
accomplishing much to do away with waste 
and extravagance. 

Mr. Rogers said that although every one 
was heartily in favor of having the govern- 
ment administered with economy very few 
were in favor of any specific economy, that 
in his own experience he received about 5000 
letters a year asking him to vote for various 
appropriations, but that he could not re-, 
member ever having been asked to vote 
against one, e 

The method of presenting a bill and its 
course through the House and Senate until 
it becomes a law were explained in detail. 
Mr. Rogers exhibited the tarriff bill, a sub- 
stantial volume which with its 2,436 amend- 
ments finally passed the Senate August 19, 
1922, after havi the House thirteen 
months before. is was only one of 30,000 
bills presented during the year. 

At the conclusion of the more serious 
part of his address Mr. Rogers entertained 
the audience with an extract from the Con- 
gressional record written in lighter vein.

In the Great war, the women of Massa- 
chusetts did invaluable service through the 
help which they gave the men in all matters 
having to do with the home, in the conserva- 
tion of food and in many other ways. Kee; 
ing the home warm and the food paper 
cooked while compelled to use soft coal will 
be for Massachusetts the most difficult part 
of the coal situation the coming winter. 


Herbert C. Gurney and Mrs. Francis E. 
Slattery, have themselves learned how to 
cook successfully with soft coal. In consul- 
tation with James J. Storrow, chairman of 
the State Emergency Fuel committee, in- 
structions have been written out, based on 
their experience, stating just how soft coal 
can best. be burned in the range and in the 
heater, also suggestions as to how one can 
avoid damaging either the range, the heater 
or the cooking utensils used. 

The instructions are given below: 

Soft coal burns better in a cook stove if 
the smoke pa: are not clogged with 
soot and dust. The space around the oven, 
the smoke pipe and the chimney flue, should 
be well cleaned out, at frequent intervals. 

To start a new fire with soft coal, be sure 
the ash pit is clean; open dampers, and use 
plenty of wood, placing it carefully so that 
there are no large spaces for coal to sift through 

When wood is burning well, add small 
quantity of slightly dampened soft coal. Do 
not smother the fame, When coal is burn- 
ing well, gently break - crust and add 
another small quantity of soft coal, again 
being careful not to smother all the flame. 
Continue this until you have a good body of 
coals. When coal is burning well, open air 
damper in upper front of stove. . 

To regulate the fire, adjust the damper in 
the ash-pit door and air damper in upper 
front of stove. 

The air damper in upper front of stove 
should be kept open much more when burn- 
ing soft coal than when burning hard coal. 
The damper in the smoke pipe should always 
be open ler enough to allow free passage of 


e gases, ‘ 
To rebuild a fire with soft coal, shake down 
the previous. fire leaving the partly burned 
coal on the grate. Spread and level what is 
left .on the grate as this makes a good base 
for the new fire. Build new fire as in the 
first of these directions. 

To keep fire at night, build up a good baer 
of coals and then cover completely wit 
from two to two and one-half inches of soft 
coal. Close damper in ash-pit, have air 
damper in upper front of stove slightly open 
and air check in back of stove slightly open. 

A little water sprinkled on soft coal in the 
hod keeps down the dust, and makes it coke 
better on the fire, 

Always break up the caked coal, and loosen 
up the coals with a poker before adding soft 


coal. 

nc when banking the fire for the night, 
always have some exposed coals to ignite the 
gases. 
Rutes For Usinc Sort Coat In House 

HEATER 

1. Start fire with wood in the usual way. 
When burning well, put on a small Gaastity 
of soft coal, but do not cover entire fire. 

2. After the soft coal is burning well (10 


‘jor 15 minutes), carefully break up with 


poker and add another small orien f of 
coal. Repeat this until a good body of fire 
is obtained. 

3. The fire can be checked by first closing 
the damper in the ash-pit, and then slightly 
open air-check damper in back of heater. 
Do not close the butterfly damper in smoke 
pipe too far and thereby retard free passage 
of the gases. Keep damper in fire door 
sufficiently open in furnish enough oxygen to 
burn the gases. 

4. In banking the fire for the night, be 
sure of a good body of fire and then cover 
completely to a depth of three or four inches. 
The damper in the ash-pit door should be 
closed, damper in fire door and air check in 
back of heater slightly open, and butterfly 
damper in smoke pipe open enough to give 
free passage to gases. To bring up fire, poke 
and break up crust, open dampers and pro- 
ceed as in the first of these directions. 

5. Unless banking for night, do not cover 
entire surface of fire with coal; leave some 
flame to ignite the When shaking, 
shake only until a dull red glow appears; 
not until red coals drop. 


PRECAUTIONS AGAINST DAMAGE TO RANGE 
AND HEATER 


Do not have fire too near the top of the 
stove as it may warp the covers and frame. 

Do not set pans down into stove as the 
gases will stain them. 

Do not shake all ashes from the grate as 
the heat is apt to warp them. 

Keep the ash-pit clean of ashes as the re- 
flected heat will warp the grate bars.
